STILL FIGHTING FOR TOWN. 

Douglas, Ariz, April 17.—[Special.]—The 
most important battle of the Mexican revo- 
bution has been in progress all day at Agua 
Prieta, directly across the river from Doug- 
las. Tt has resulted thus far in the tem- 
porary repulse of the 1,600 federal soldiers 
who attempted to recapture Agua Prieta 
from the rebels. The federals have returned 
to the attack, however, and tonight are grad- 
welly drawing closer to the town. 

Balasario Garcia, commander of the rebels, 
SUrrendered himself to Capt. Gaudot of the 
First United States cavalry tonight. He ex- 
Slained he was giving himself into the eus- 
tody of the United States authorities as an

Say at That Price the Company 
Annually Gan Pay 7 Per Cent 
and Put By $141,753. 


CORPORATION IS TO FIGHT 


But League Will Contend for 70 
Cent Schedule; New Commit- 
teemen in Charge. 


ACTION UP TO DEMOCRAT MEMBERS 


Reduction of the price of gas from &% 
cents to 77 cents per thousand feet is urged 
by experts in charge of the investigation pre- 
liminary to a revision of the rate by the Chi- 
cago city council. 

In his report submitted to the council com- 
mittee on gas, oil and electric Hght yester- 
day afternoon W. J. Hagenah, chief in- 
vestigator, asserted the Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke company could sell its product at this 
price and still pay 7 per cent interest to its 
investors, with an annual surplus of at least 
$141,758. 


The saving of 8 cents per thousand feet , 


would mean, he estimated, to Chicago con- 
sumers a saving of more than $1,250,000 a 
year and about $7,400,000 during the five years 
that the rate period runs. 

Gas Company to Fight. 

“Ridiculous,” exclaimed James F. Meagher, 
vice_ president of the gas company and its 
general counsel, in the evening, when told the 
pany, I can state that any attempt to estab- 
lish such a rate will result in an immediate 
appeal to the courte." 

In this position he was supported by ether 
Officials of the company; but representatives 
of the “70 cent gas league," on the other 
hand, asserted they would fight for lopping off 
of another 7 cents from the rate.

Tihrd Effort to Go Below 80 Cents. 

This is the third effort in ten years to drive 
the price of gas below 80 cents. In Harrison’s 
last previous term, the council! passed the 
famous ‘75 cent gas ordinance,” which the 
company took into court. In the long litiga- 
tion that followed the city was defeated in 
every tribunal! up toand including the United 
State Supreme court 

Under Mayor Dunne an investigation of 
several months, marked by a long series of 
public hearings, ended in the passege of an 
ordinance establishing the present rate of 85 
cents, which superseded the old rate of $1 per 
thousand. Mayor Dunne vetoed the measure, 
but the council passed it over his veto almost 
unanimously, 

That a lower rate is not urged by the 
Hagenah report was explained by a state- 
ment that the quality of Chicago gas is so 
much superior that it is worth from 3% to 4 
cents more than that produced at a lower 
price in other American cities.

CITY LIVING COST 


Price of Meats Lower to Con- 
sumers, but Other Foods 
Raise Average of Bills. 


MIDDLE MAN IS BLAMED. 


The average Chicago householder’s bill for 
foodstuffs is not less than it was a year ago. 

Monthty bills from grocery and meat shop, 
instead of showing a decrease compared 
with the same season a year ago, show a 
marked increase. 

Retailers assert the cost of living has not 


“gone down; this despite the fact that com- 


modities are said to be quoted to the middle 
men at lowest prices since 1909. 

To determine whether or not the consumer 
profited in Chieago by the decrease in prices 
quoted by the wholesalers, a table of com- 
parative prices of staple groceries and meats 
was compiled yesterday. 

The following figures were secured from 
grocers and meat markets on the south, west, 
and north sides and may be considered an 
average retail price today made to the aver- 
age consumer as eompared with the average 


prices a year ago.

“When the article in question was pub-

unfair, unreasonable, and that the motiy 
in publishing was not good. In fact, I under- 
stand those who have been urging the distri- 
bution of the article admit that it may be a 
dificult subject, but that it may give the 
company an opportunity to publish ie side 
ef the controversy. We have differed with 
these men. 

“The question now is whether or not the 
company wil] give these men the list of 
stockholders ofthe corporation or a large por- 
tion of them (15,000) for the purpose of per- 
mitting the distribution of the magazine 
emong these stockholders. Belleving the 
motive not good, we have declined to consent 
te such distribution. However, we desire to 
be fair, reasonable, and idberal with these 
men, and it seems to me that the resolution 
which is now offered is a one.

They 
are drilled by a captain and etaff of instruc- 
tors in practical police work, and instructed 
in crimine) law, city ordinances, first aid to 
the “injured, sanitation, end health. This 
theory of reforming and bettering police 
service is based upon the idea that the place 
to start reform is at the bottom of things. 

“This systematic instruction fe being ex- 
tended so as ultimately to take in the entire 
force. Long and expensive trials of police 
officers for the purpose of discharge are to 
be avoided. The ounce of prevention is to 
be applied when the applicant for the blue 
coat and the star knocks at the city’s door. 

“The civilian general superintendent of 
police had the edvantage, upon his appoint- 
ment in July, 1900, of being absolutely tree 
from obligations to other members of the 
force. He was at Nberty to place hig men 
where he believed they belonged. The chief 
has transferred the inspectors to such dis- 
tricta as he believed would afford them the 
largest opportunity for useful service. 

“The number of holdups in 1905 wag 1,331. 
In 1910 the number was 667. Such a reduc- 
tion as this cannot be accidental. It means 
that the streets of Chicago were twice as 
safe last year ae they were five years ago, 
and this result hag been brought about by 
the application of methods where I have here- 
in outlined 


Trafic System Improved. 

“The work of reguiating downtown traffic 
hag been reduced practically to a science. 
The mounted police and the crossing men, 
under the direction of an Inapector, have im- 
proved conditions, despite the tremendous 
growth of business, the increase of teaming, 
and the edditional street car service. 

“The destruction of three river tunnels 
and one important bridge, making conditions 
abnormal in the extreme, increase the credit 
due the police department for their achieve- 
ment. A pedestrian is as safe at State and 
Madison streets as he is on the most only 
avenue of the remotest suburb.”’ 

The message then calls attention to the 
need of a hew Central station at Madison 
street and the river, where the city owns 
the iand, and the urgent need of new stations 
eat Fiftieth and State streets, Canalport ave- 
nue, West Lake, and West Chicago avenue, 
and for reconstruction of the Desplaines 
etreet station. 

Attention is ealied to the vice commission 
appointed by Mayor Busse, the report of 
which recently Was made public. 


Building of New City Hall. 


The work of the controller is reviewed 
along the lines of Controller Wilson's report, 
published iast Saturday. The mayoreays: 

“The new @ity hall which recently hase 
been completed would have been long de- 
layed if * had not been for the successful 
efforts of the eontroller in raising money in 
eastern cities. Between October, 1900, and 
January, 1910, more than $1,000,000 was bor- 
rowed in Baltimore and Boston without ob!t-. 
gating the city of Chicago. 

“Last November the people approved the 
bond issue for the funds with which to reim-’ 
burse the corporate fund, which had been de- 
pleted in order to push his important piece 
of work through. : 

“Tt will thus be geten the new city hall has 
been built and paid for without increasing the 
city’e net bonded indebtedness. The appro- 
priation bill passed January 12, 1910, has been 
commended throughout the country for its 
standardization of accounting. 

“The city employés were paid in January 
and February, whereas for twenty-five years 
previous many of them were compelled to 
borrow money and all of them were com- 
pelied to wait for 25 per cent of their salaries

“The Van Buren and Washington street 


tunnels have been completed and are in use. 


The steel tube for the river section of the La 
Salle street tunnel was sunk In place April 2 
1911, and the work of connecting up the ends 
of this steel section with the open approaches, 
the latter of which are practically finished, 
is being pushed rapidly, so that it is confi- 
dently expected that this tunnel will also be 
completed and put in operation this summer. 

‘ About 420 miles of street railway, costing 
approximately $50,000 per mile, have been 
laid. Over 2,000 double truck modern cars 
have been put into service. 

‘ The city’s share of thé remaining net re- 
ceipts payable to it under the traction ordi- 
nances, with the accrued interest, now 
amounts to $6,100,846.” 


Push Plans for Subways. 

As to the question of subways the mes- 
sage says: 

“From July, 1908, to July, 1909, the local 
transportation committee caused two sep- 
arate subway investigations to be made. The 
first wae @ collection of deta on subway 
construction in other cities and the methods 
of financing the same. 

*’* The second investigation was undertaken 
through the agency of the bureau of en- 
gineering of the department of public works. 
A subway division of the bureau of engineer- 
ing wae organized. A report of the work 
of this bureau was published on March 23, 
1909, and a supplemental! report in June, 1909. 
The information collected in the prepara- 
tion of this report will be highly valuable 
for a number of years in all of the engineer-~ 
ing and construction branches of the city 
government, besides being extremely neces- 
sary for the construction of subways. 

“On Feb. 27, 1910; Mr. Bion J. Arnold wes 
asked by the mayor and the local transporte- 
tion committee to prepare plans for asystem 
of subways. On Feb. 6, 1911, Mr. Arnold 
made a " General Statement of Problem and 
Description of Pians for a Passenger Sub+ 
way System for the City of Chicago” to the 
committee On local transportation. 


/ Two Tunnels Are Built. 

“The local transportation committee has 
kept Mr. Arnold upon this work since the 
issuance of this report, developing engineer~ 
ing details necessary for the carrying out of 
hie recommendations. The power of the city 
to carry on this investigation and appro- 
priate money therefor and for the construc- 
tion of subwaye from the traction fund has 
been disputed in severa) cases and carried 
into the courts. 

“The courts have ruled that the city has 
broad powers to undertake subway construc 
tion, and that the traction fund may be 
drawh upop for such construction end the 
necessary investigations preliminary thereta, 
The Supreme Court of the state of Illinois 
on June 29, 1910, sustained the city’s right 
to so use the traction fund. 

“The Washington street and La Salle street 
tunnels have been built so that they form 
completed sections of subway ready for 
service as river crossings of any systems of 
subways to be built in the future. The in- 
élines by which the surface Cars enter and 
leave the tunnels are temporary—the real 
ending of the tunnels being in short sections 
of completed subway bore, the floor of which 
fs at the same level as the center of the tun- 
nel uider the river. 

“This temporary incline can be cheaply 
removed and roofed over and the subway 
built up to conhect with the short sectiong 
already constructed. 


Blectrification to the Fore. 
“ Wlectrification of railroad terminals in. 
Chicago is one of the great questions which 
must be solved before Chicago is many years 


the successful inauguration of electrical sery- 
ice over the New York terminal of the New 
York Central and the sire Haven and Hart- 


tween the rafiroad companies and the city as 
to the bocation and operation of railroad term- 
inals, aiid then [b discusses the record of the 
duilding department, pointing out that the 
year 1910 witnessed new building to the 
amount of $96,982,700, or $6,000,000 above the 
record breaking figures of the previous year. 

Attention also is called to the new building 
ordinance and to work of the department in 
compelling owners of buildings to comply 
with the fire escape law. 

The work of the department of public works 
is reviewed. This includes the water bureau, 
eewer bureaw, bureau of streets, engineéring 
bureau, supervision of the city’s bridges, and 
minor lines of work. 

Attention ig called to the improved work 
done by the bureau of streets in securing 
more thonough cleaning and more honest re- 
pairs than have been customary in the past. 


$20,000 Saved in Garbage Plant. 


The saving of nearly $20,000 is noted in the 
delivery of garbage to tue reduction works in 
1910 as compared to 1909, In spite of the fact 
that there was an increase of team hire of 50 
cents a day after June 7, 1910. 

As to the city’s water supply, the message 
points out that before the year closes the 
normal capacity of the city’s water plant will 
be increased nearly 100,000,000 gallons daily. 

The success of the bridge bonds at the re- 
cent election is referred to. It is stated that 
plans have been outlined for the removal of 
practically al the center pier bridges on the 
Chicago and Calumet rivers and their 
branches, 

The new city hall, erected at a cost of ap- 
proximately §5,000,000, is practically com- 
plete, with the exception of the marble work, 
the message announces. The new building 
contains more floor space than the county 
building, which latter structure, according 
to the messageé, haa been considered a model 
of public edifices. 


Achievements of Law Bureau, 

The retiring mayor says 

“Together they will form a splendid ex- 
hfbition of the energy, enterpriee, and public 
spirit of this community.” 

“ The law department,” continues the mes- 
sage, “ during this administration achieved 
& conspicuous triumph in destroying personal 
injury business as an organized means of 
raiding the city treasury. The figures show 
the average judgment in 1002 and 1908 to 
have been $1,504, as against an average 
judgment of $138 during 1910 and 1911. The 
total amount of judgments and of personal 
injury case@ against the city in 1902 and 
1008 wae $816,700. In the year 1910 and end- 
ed April 1, 1011, the amount of such judg- 
ments wae $64,950."’ 


How Streets Were Improved, 

* During the last four years,”’ Says the mes- 
sage, “the board of local improvements 
baid thirty-three and one-half biocks of payv- 
ing in the downtown district, as against 
eight blocks leid the four years preceding, 
The new pavement is of creosote biock and 
hee greatly decreased the noise in the down- 
town district. I believe it is evident to the 
most casual observer that the downtown 
ptreets are in better shape than ever before. 

“The board has learned that more than 
1% per cent of the property owners in resi- 
Gence districts approve of narrower road- 
ways than were formerly made, and where 
formerly provision was made for a thirty- 


on was formulated and given to the pwhbiic. 
Following this report protracted negotiations 
with the Illinois Central railroad were car- 
tied on ip an endeavor to get that fallroad to 
make a trial of electrification. The company 
has not yet been made to see the advisability 
of making this test. 

“The necessity of electrification as a cure 
for the smoke evil hag been urged repeatedly 
in bringing this subject .to the attention of 
the railroad companies and a thorough in- 
vestigation of the whole question has recéntly 
been entered upon by the Chicago Associa~ 
tion of Commerce,” 


Fight for Great City Harbor, 
The harbor question ig thus discussed 
“In January, 1908, In @ message to your 

honorable body I called to your attention the 
deplorable fact of Chicago’s steadily declin- 
ing lake commerce coincident with the in- 
creasing tonnage of the other principal lake 
ports, the neglected and inadequate harbor 
facilities of the city, pointing out also the 
obstacles to outer harbor development should 
the only unparked portion of our water front 
be dedicated to euch use by the action which 
the south park board wae at the time oon- 
templating under the authority of the legisia- 
tive act of 1907, and recommending that au- 
thority be granted to appoint a harbor com- 
mission. 

‘*Theappointment of this commission marks 
the commencement of the first serious and 
practical effort for the rehabilitation and 
enlargement of our water commeree. 

“The commission points out the impera- 
tive necessity of a further grant of power 
by the legislature to enable the city to make 
an extensive outer harbor development. 

“This administration has invited the co- 
operation of the trustees of the sanitary dis- 
trict with a view to framing such enabling 
legislation along Mnes that will not only 
preclude the possibility of governmental con- 
flict and an uhnecessary duplication of ex- 
pense, but actually bring about a codrdine 
tion of the work of the oity and the district 
in any future harbor development under 
taken by either. 

“Buch enabling legislation is now pending 
in the legislature, the bille having already 
Passed the senate. It is hoped these bills 
soon will become laws, and in that event the 
city: of Chicago immediately becomes master 
of its own harbor future.” 


War on Disease Makes Record. 

“The work of the health department,"’ the 
message says, “ requires constant oolpera- 
tion with other branches of the nmrunicipal 
service. The presem commissioner of health 
has revolutionised the business of making 
life safe from the invasion of disease. The 
health department is developing more rap- 
idiy than any department of the city govera- 
ment. 

“The activities which are being particu 
farly extended during 1911 are the child wel- 
fare work and « better organization of the 
food bureaw. During the last year the new 
bakery ordinance, the revised building code, 
and the regulation of gas meters in bath- 
rooms are three legislative measures which 
the department hes joined in asking from 
your honorable body. 

“The bakery ordinance hag resulted in the 
discontinuance of thirty-eight cellar bakeries 
and the approvai of plane for fifty new, up 
to date baking este-biahmnents above the 
ground level. 

“In harmonious teamwork with the de- 
partment ‘of public works, the health de- 
partment assisted to carry out the provisions 
of the federal law regulating the dumping of 
waste in Lake Michigan. 

“ Chicago now has a safer milk supply then 
at any time in ite history. This result hes 
come only after a determined fight by the 
health commissioner, The department has 
undertaken to eliminate the consumptive cow 
by the tuberculin test. 

“A careful examination has been made of 
the chief kinds of such foods as ice cream, 
oysters, meat, etc., and every effort put forth 
which these commodities aay. be contam- 
inated.” 

‘Building Record $06,982,700. 

The retiring mayor's message also desk

Highwater Pressure Indorsed. 

“ During the year 1910 the fire department 
responded to more than 12,000 alarima, the 
largest mumber in the history of the city. 
The fire marshal recommends that better fire 
protection and the high pressure system 
should be given immediate consideration, 
and I indorse this re tion. 

‘The public ts familiar with the appaliing 
loss of life in the stockyards fire of Deo. 22, 
1910 The death of the fire marshal and twen- 
ty of those who assisted him in fighting the ‘ 
flames should stimulate the interest of citi- 
zens and officials in this department to the 
end that perilous fires may be prevented.” 


Standardize City Service. 

Attention is called in the message to the 
standardizing of municipal service under the 
civil service commission with a bureau of 
efficiency. Then the work of the bureau of 
boiler inspection, plumber examiners, and 
the special parks commission is reviewed. 

The bureau of weights and measures is thus 
mentioned: 

“The work of the department of weights 
and measures has attracted national atten- 
tion. An ordinance regulating the size and 
weight of the logves of bread and the labeling 
thereof was carried sucecesfiully to the Su- 
preme court of Lllincis. The ordinance has 
been enforced rigidly and few violations are 
found. 

** Home of the larger bakers, while obeying 
the ordinance, have appealed to the United 
States Supreme court, claiming that it is a 
violation of the fourteenth amendment of the 
conetitution of the United States and a re- 
striction of trade. 

“While before the paetage of the milk 
bottle ordinance, enforced by this depart 
ment, it was found that 700 bottles ran 
small out of 10,000 bottles, a recent teat 
showed only 900 smald bottles cout of the same 
number. 

*@ix additional ingpectors were placed in 
this department this year and ee soon as the 
finances of the city wil) warrant the force ) 
should be still further increased, an there 
are many abuses which could be remedied 
by proper inepection. é 

War on Smoke Started. 

As to the matter of smoke inapection the 
message says: 

“Shortly after the present administration 
came into office a committee of eight citizens 
was appointed by the mayor to take up the 
question of the policy to be pursued in smnoke 
prevention. This committee was called the 
smoke abatement commission. An ordinance 
was framed creating the position of chief 
emoke inspector and providing that be should 
be a mechanical engineer. 

“The smoke abatement commission was 
authorized to eppoint en advisory board of 
mechanical engineers. Such a beard was 
appointed. 

“By all means the most important seo- , 
tions of the new ordinance provided that the 
smoke inspector issue permits for eli new 
steam plants and for the reconstruction of old 
plants. This meant that the work of smoke 
prevention would begin with the working life 
of each steam plant. 

“Instead of the ineffective nostrum of fiz- 
ing plant owners for deficiency of their 
boilers it was proposed to allow the instalia- 
tion of only such plants as would have the 
latest devices for the prevention of the smoke 
nuisance. 

“ By the time the department has been in

Gives History of Chicago Gas. 

Mr. Hagenah, in his digest of his complete 
report, says: — , 

“ The report is divided into four parts as 
follows: (1) the history of the gas industry 
in Chicago, (2) the appraisal of the property, 
@) the audit of the company’s books and 
accounts, and (4) the conclusions based upon 
facts obtained. 

“The historical discussion of the report 
traces the development of the gas industry 
from the granting of the first gas franchise in 
1849 down to date. Each separate franchise 
granted by the city council during this period 
is discussed, and the various competing com- 
panies are described in their various oper- 
ating conditions until the consolidation in 
1807. : 

“Considerable space is devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the legal and financial problems 
encountered during the years immediately 
preceding the consolidation and the partici- 
pation of the city council in the final disposi- 
tion of the gas problem. The report contains 
complete tables showing the earnings and 
operating expenses, together with jthe re- 
quirements for interest and dividends cover- 
ing a long period of time and the plant growt 

during such years. 


Value Plant by Appraisal. 

“ The valuation of the phyéical property of 
the plant was obtained by an appraisal. The 
company did not possess the records of the 
various companies which were embraced in 
the consolidation, with the result that little 
information was’ obtained as to the actual 
cost of constructing the property. The 
inventory of all the property owned by the 
company was submitted oy its engineering 
department and was carefully checked by 
the investigators. 

“ The value was arrived at through what is 
known as the reproduction method. . The 
unit costs which were used were obtained 
from an analysis of the company's con- 
struction records during recent years. 
Pyacticaly every expenditure for con- 
struction purposes during a period of ten 
years was analyzed and appropriate average 
prices were used, representing units which 
appeared fair and just under present con- 
ditions. There is added to the bare physical 
cost of the property for overheard and in- 
direct expense an allowance of 17 per cent 
to cover organization expenses, engineering, 
interest duripg construction, casualties, etc.,. 
and a further allowance of 6 per cent for dis- 
count on securities. — ~~, , 


Omits Investments Not for Gas Use. 

**Since the company is engaged in various 
commercial enterprises and owns a number of 
investments which are not‘directly used and 
useful in the manufacture, distribution, and 
gale of gas a separation was made so asto 
charge the gas department only with that in- 
 yestment actually devoted to this purpose. 
“A detailed analysis is made of the com- 


— 


_¢ pany’s balance sheets for the determination 


of a reasonable allowance for working 
capital. This is computed from the inventory 
records as to the amount of materials and 
supplies on hand and an analysis of the cur- 
rent asset and liability items. The amount 
deemed reasonable for this purpose is placed 
at $3,200,000 In 1908 and $3,350,000 in 1910. 

“The report contains an elaborate discus- 

' gion of the subject of intangible values. This 
discussion consists of an analysis of the fran- 
chise values and the ‘going value’ Nv- 
merous court decisions have been consulted 
and quotations are contained in the report 
leading to the conclusion that whatever value 
a franchise may have for commercial pur-

“The audit of the company’s books cov- 
ered the year 1909, for which time every ex- 
penditure was analyzed and all vouchers, 
pay rolis, invoices, store requititions, etc., 
were examined. Attention also was directed 
to the accounts of the company for the four 
preceding years and so much of the accounts 
of 1910 as were available up to the compila- 


‘tion of the investigation, in order to ascer- 


tain whether 1909 was in every respect a 
normal year and did not contain charges 
which did not properly belong there. The 
earnings of the company likewise are appor- 
tioned between the utility department and 
the commercial departments, so that there is 
credited to the gas department only the rev- 
enue which originates in such service. 


Merger Operations Detailed. 

“The operating expenses are considered 
in great detail. Numerous adjustments were 
made in the data taken from the company's 
books. While many of these are of a minor 
nature, a number of them were of sufficient 
importance to be treated at length in the 
report. 

“The relations of the present company 
with the Ogden Gas company and the Uni- 
versal Gas company, both of which now are 
operated under lease, are explained. 

“ The company’s depreciation methods and 
allowances are analyzed in detail, with the 
result that the provision for this expendi- 
ture, including the necessary reconstruction 
due to municipal requirements, is placed at 
$642,487. The report contains a chapter deal- 
ing with the'subject of investments in utility 
enterprises and discusses the various fea- 
tures which require an increase, but justify 
a lower rate than what would be prop- 
er in competitive industries. The conclu- 
sion of the discussion is that 7 per cent is a 
reasonable rate of return for investments in 
industries of this character.. 


Shows Basis of Reduction. 

“The various adjustments in the valua- 
tion, the earnings, and the operating ex- 
penses of the company which are deemed to 
be just as against the public are arranged 
in the form of an income account based on 
the business of 1909. 

“From the material so presented it is con- 
cluded that the gas rate can be reduced from 
85 cents net to 77 cents net per thousand cubic 
feet. 

“The report contains several paragraphs 
which will be of interest to the public, calling 
attention to the fact that gas as sold in this 
city during 1909 was of a much higher candle 
power and of a higher calorific value than 
gas generally supplied in other American 
cities. The service is maintained at a high 
standard, due to municipal requirements 
which have involved great expenditure 
through the rearrangement of the distribu- 
tion system to improve the pressure condi-) 
tions. | 


Shows Reasonableness of Rate. 


“In order to show the public the reason- 
ableness of the rate recommended, which is 
lower, with a single exception, than the uni- 
form rate in other cities in the country, there 
is contained in the report a table showing 
the gas rates of over fifty leading American 
cities. The last page of the report contains 
a summary of the conelusions and the rate 
recommendation based thereon.

Sanitary District Trustees Deliver Ulti- 
matum to Firms Charged with Pol- 
luting Water—Inspect Stream Today. 


Immediate action’ by stockyards packing 
firms, which, it is charged, have continually 
Polluted the water of Bubbly creek, was de- 
manded by the engineering: committee of the 
sanitary district trustees yesterday after- 
noon at a conference between the packers’ 
representatives and the committee. 

A week ago the representatives of the pack- 
ors agreed to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the condition and suggest action, but 
when they returned yesterday nothing far- 
ther had been done. 

“It is my opinion that your firms can be 
indicted, and that we can have injunctione 
issued against you to stop this pollution,” 
eaid Chairman Wallace G. Clark, “and un- 
less there is immeciate action on your part 
‘we intend to act.” 

Following this there was a conference and 
a discussion, and it was finally agreed that 
the members of the sanitary district commit- 
tee should go in aytomobiles this morning at 
10 o’cleck to West Forty-second street and 
South Ashland avapue, where representa- 
tives of the various firms wil! meet them, and 
they will look over the situation with the 
hope of arriving at some solution. 

The packers’ representatives all declare 
they are willing to cotperate with the sani- 
tary district in dredging the creek, but none 
is Willing to take the initiative in a plan, and 
the trustees are of the opinion that the pack- 
ere themselves should bear the entire ex-

Mr. Bartzen’s action in forcing the resig- 
nation of Commissioner Gastfield, summarily 
discharging Commissioner Mason, and finally 
discharging his own appointeee, Commis- 
sioner McGoorty, in order to secures pliant 
board of civil service commissioners. 

Mr. Bartzen’s action in going into a meet- 
ing of the civil service board, storming up

Commissioner Dunn’s expression of opinion

“The tendency of all these things,” con- 
cluded Mr. Barnes, “is to make a travesty 
and farce of the civil service law.” 

Attorney Francis Walker in his reply 
talked much of the contemplated standardi- 
zation of the service by the present commis- 
sion, and declared that every “ emergency ”’ 
appointment made by Mr. Bartzen was made 
to meet a real emergency.

Many Federals Are Killed. 

The attempt of the federals, who were com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Diaz, to regain the 
town was costly. At nightfall two federa! ma- 
chine guns were in possession of the rebels 
and the federals had sustained a loss esti- 
mated at least 200 killed and wounded. The 
rebels gave their own loss at 20. Among the 
ineurgent wounded were two Americans— 
George Prickett of Gleason, Ariz., and Lester 
E. Green of Omaha, Neb. Prickett was fata)- 
ly hurt. 

Most of the dead and wounded are lying 
on the battlefield, where there has been no 
access to them today. In the terrific sun 
the wounded have lain where they fell, 

Dawn revealed the federal forces formed 
in fan shaped battle line, in the level country 
a mile distant from Agua Prieta, with their 
machine guns in the center. They gave no- 
tice to the enemy of their approach with a 
hail of bullets from the machine guns, sup- 
ported by rifle fire, their evident intention be- 
ing to gain the international line with its 
adobe guardhouses, and from thig vantage 
ground turn their fire upon the rebelg. 

The ineurrectos directed their fire at the 
crews manning the machine guns But the 
fite of the federals was so fierce that it forced 
the rebels back to their second line of in- 
trenchments. 


Federal Machine Guns Quit. 
Leaving the protection of their breast. 
works the rebels moved out intofthe open, 
continuing to concentrate their fir8 upon the 
machine guns. The federals, finding the 
rebel defense too strong to enable them to 
carry the trenches, began to rétreat efter 
three hours of fighting. Presently the ma- 
chine guns were silenced. Sharpshooters had 

made it impossible longer to man them. 
At 11 o'clock the federals reformed and 


masking their movements with heavy rifle 
fire. The rebels returned the fire eagerly. 

The advance guard of the federals consisted 
of fifty cavalrymen and 300 infantry. Be- 
hind them was a supporting party that kept 
under cover of bushes. The federals re- 
served their fire, but an unceasing stream of 
bullets poured from the trenches. 

The advancing federals again found the 
strength and determination of the insur- 
rectos too great for them. They fell back, 
but in good onder, firing as they retired, and 
left the field and their two machine guns in 
the possession of the enemy. 


. Federals Gain by Boldness. 

Just before night fell @ daring piece of 
work was shown by the federal forces. All 
afternooh the federal cavalry was under fire 
from the rebel trenches to the east of the 
‘town. The main body of the federal troops 
were to the rear of a long draw, opening 
lengthwise into a right angled ravine at the 
north and within 400 yards of Agua Prieta. 

The federal commander mounted two and 
three men on each of the cavalry horses and 
then under fire from the trenches of the rebels 
facing the mouth ofthe draw, dashed to the 
ravine, where the extra soldiers were dropped 
off the horses, the rider and horses returning 
to the rear to repeat the performance. In 
this way the generals placed several hundred 
infantry under cover of the ravine and em- 
| bankments.

Secretary of Commerce. 


PEACE IN TRADE COMPACT 


Cabinet Member Denies Charge 
That Reeiprocity Would 
Hurt Farmer. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Champaign, Ill., April 17.—[Special.]—Three 
hundred business men worth $30,000,000 heard 
Secretary of Commerce and Laber Charles 
Nagel talk on business and governmental 
conduct tonight at the annual banquet of 
the chamber of commerce. 
Cheers greeted the cabinet member's state- 
ment that “ business in America is bound 
to go to the front from now on and in the 
mext generation we will see a greater devel- 
opment of all the resources of America, of its 
mines, of its factories, and of ite mills, than 
hitherto in the history of the country.” 


Must Pledge the Flag. 

“We cannot inspire confidence which will 
cause other countries to do business with us 
gntil we go with our own flag and showthem. 
We must give them the pledge of the flag. 
We are today in competition with other na- 
tions—strong competition—and we must meet 
theseconditions in some manner. Many other 
nations give practical advantages to their 
merchant marine. There is a reason for this. 
We must meet this competition. 
“ ‘There is much talk these days of the race 
between the nations. Peace is created by the 
conditions made by the different countries. 
We should establish such relations between 
nations that neither country wants to break 
these relations. This is the sort of compact 
which makes for peace. The United States 
has about 100,000,000 inhabitants. Canada 
has 7,000,000. Canada hep let lumber in free. 
We charge for lumber. We could wellafford 
to let lumber come in’free. 


Farmers Will Not Suffer. 

“We hear the farmer would suffer. _No, it 
fs not a question of schedules;.it is a ques- 
tion of initiative force and enterprise, and I 
am willing to bet on our country. If our 
products come into close competition with 
Canada we can attend to that matter easily, 
The good state of Illinois does not look to me 
as if the farmer would suffer. It can compete 
with anything it wants to. 
“The old theory that we are afraid of 
another country is past. Today we rejoicein 
the strength of other civilized nations and 
take pleasure in viewing their progress. The 
prosperity of each state is the prosperity of 
the nation. If Canada prospers we will reap 
the advantage.” 


Powers Must Be Defined. 

That the powers of the national and state 
governments must be defined unless the 
progress of the country is to be checked, was 
the contention of Secretary Nagel. 

“The same power that punishes the great 
commercial interests of the United States 
should have the right to protect them,” said 
Mr. Nagel. “At present they are at the 
mercy of forty-eight conflicting jurisdictions, 
What is legal in one state is fllegal in an- 
other. For fifteen years we have ben learn- 
ing the rules of the game, Now agitation 
should cease and weshould cease our demand 
for new things until we arrange things as 
they are."’

Man Arrested in Front of the 
Majestic Theater Confesses. 


CLEARS UP ONE MYSTERY, 


Federal Official Learns Why He Could 
Not Obtain Seats. 


The identity of one of the mysterious men 
‘ who have been boosting the price of theater 
tickets in Chicago was disclosed yesterday 
mhen Frank Langlous, who lives at the Com- 
mercial hotel, Wabash avenue and Harrison 
street, was fined $25 and costs by Judge Max- 
well, in the Municipal court. for selling tick- 
ets in front of the Majestic theater. Lang- 
lous said he had been purchasing large quan- 
tities of tickets for Saturday and Sunday 
shows for several months past. 

The arrest of Langlous and his confession 
cleared a mystery which Perry H. Smith, 
superintendent of the registry division of 
the Chicago postoffice, has been trying to 
solve for nearly two weeks. Mr. Smith. tele- 
phoned the box office of the Majestic theater, 
April 5, ten days in advance of the date he 
wished tickets for. 

“IT was told that the house was practically 
sold out ten days in advance,’ said Mr. 
Smith. ‘“‘ The best they could offer me was 
a seat in the seventeenth row. I got so mad 
that I decided not to go atall. I had never 
heard of euch an outrage in Chicago. I un- 
derstood that the theater ticket scalpers had 
their own’ way about things in New York, 
but I did not know they were quite ag strong 
as they seem to be in Chicago.” 


KILL PORTER, SHOOT OWNER 
IN ATTEMPT TO ROB SALOON. 


Two Italians Do Murder and Escape 
When Cerf Meyer Fails to Obey 
“Hands Up” Command. 


Cerf Meyer was shot through the breast 
yesterday morning in his saloon at 848 Blue 
Island avenue and his porter, Ernest, was 
killed by two Italians who entered the piace 
with the evident intention of robbing it.

Resolutions Ask Proseeution of 
Those Who File Ineorrect 
Schedules.

The board of assessors witnessed an insur- 
recti6n yesterday. Theinsurrecto, Frank W. 
Koraleski, the Democratic member, appar- 
ently won his point. He contendedgthat an 
effort was being made to keep secret the 
personnel of the assessor's office payroll and 
demanded that every member be given a copy 
before the first of each month. 

Following an iIssué of veracity between 
Member Koraleski and Secretary W. H. 
Weber as to whether the former had ever 
made such a request before, it was ordered 
that the request be complied with in the 
future, as provided by the board rules. 


Attorney Given Work to Do. 
Mr. Koraleski introduced resolutions for a 
strict observance of the laws governing taxa- 
tion, recommending prosecution for fallure 
correctly to schedule property, ete., which 
were referred to Oscar Hebel, attorney of the 
board. 
“If the board of assessors did its duty,” 
said Mr. Koraleski to his fellow members, 
“the board of review would have nothing to 
do with the adjustment of personal property 
figures. If we rigidly enforced the law a 
person who failed to schedule his property 
correctly would be subject to fines ranging 
from $10 to $2,000. The work of this board 
should be divided systematically to avoid con- 
fusion and prevent the escape from taxation 
of persons who should be taxed.” 


The Resolutions. 
The resolutions introduced by Mr. Kora- 
leski were as follows: 


Be it reselved, That the chief clerk of this 
board is hereby directed to mail forthwith to each 
person, firm, and corporation failing or refusing 
to sign and swear to a schedule of their personal 
property, subject to taxation as required by law, a 
notice informing such delinquent person, firm, or 
corporation that unless such schedule shall be 
delivered within five days the name of such de- 
Mnquent person, firm, or corporation shall be 
placed upon a list to be posted at the entrance to 
the county building, together with the date upon 
which the list will be taken up for disposition by 
the board of assessors, in daily session sitting, 
and he shal! also inclose with such notice a copy of 
‘section 56, chapter 120, of the revenue act. Be it 
further 
Resolved, That on the date specified in such 
posted lists all persons interested shall be heard 
when their cases come up for a hearing, and, upon 
the refusal to sign and swear to a schedule, or fafl- 
ure to appear, by any such delinquent, the board 
of assessors shall Mst the property of such person, 
firm, or corporatica according to its best know#™ 
edge, information, and judgment et its feir cash 
value, and shall add to the valuation of such list 
an amount equal to 50 per cemt [50 per cent) of 
such valuation. Be it further 
Resolved, That whenever it shall appear that the 
personal property of any such delinquent person, 


of assessors cannot obtain any knowledge or in- 
formation of ite value, the attorney of the board 
of assessors be instructed ‘to institute such legal 
proceedings as the law may provide to compel 
the. appearance before the board of assessors of 
any person having any knowledge upon this sub- 
ject, to testify under oath as to {te fair value, and 
the said personal property shall be listed according- 
ly, adding thereto the statutory penalty of 50 per 
cent [60 per cent). 
Attorney Hebel’s report on the resolutions 
will be made as promptly as possible, he 
says.

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FIRE LOSS DUE T0 HIGH RATES 


Arthur Hawxhurst Says Reabedy 
Is to Cut Commissions. 


POINTS TO CHICAGO DAMAGR. 


In Year Exceeds That of France in 3 
Years, 


The inseparable relation of high fire insur- 
ance rates to the present waste by fire was 
emphasized last night by Arthur Hawx- 
, burst, insurance manager of Marshal! Field 
& Co., at the annua! banquet of the Chicago 
Association of Credit Men at the Auditorfum 
hotel. 

More than a quarter of a billion dollars is 
qonsumed in the United States every year 
by fire, Mr. Hawxhurst said. «More than heilf 
of this loss, he added, is preventable. 

“ Is there not something wrong in this coun- 
try when we turn into ashes every year in 
Chicago more property values than all of 
France burns in three years, Italy and Aus-- 
triad each in four years, Denmark in nine, and 
Switzerland in fifteen? 

' Since 18&0 we have paid for fire premiums 
about five billion dollars. Out of every $100 
paid from this sum $58.68 has gone for losses 
and $36.07 for expenses. Of this more than 
half has been given up for commissions 
alone,”’ 

Mr. Hawxhurgt declared commissions were 
unnecessary, explaining that they were most- 
ly paid to independent competitive agents 
and had nothing to do with the actual run- 
ning expenses of the fire insurance com- 
panies. 

 T honestly believe,” he continued, “‘ that 
this item could be reduced one-half and that 
there would be no objection from the insur- 
ance companies. A good place to begin 
reforms is the suppression of the sulphur 
match and the cigaret, and the enforcement 
of good building conditions. 

As a final remedy he advocated the high 
pressure water system.

SEES PERIL TO NATION. 


Illinoisan Condemned for Not 
Taking the Stand in His 
Own Behalf. ° 


Lexington, Ky., April 17.—[{Special. ]—Be- 
ginning his fight for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for United States senator from Ken- 
tucky against Thomas H. Paynter, the in- 
cumbent, Representative Ollie James, at 
Nicholasville today, attacked the means by 
which William Lorimer was elected and as- 
sailed Senator Paynter for his attitude in 
the matter. 

“ Lorimer was elected by corrupt methods 
the like of which has never disgraced any 
other assembly,” said James. ‘‘ When his 
title to a seat was under discussion in the 
senate upon a report which Senator Paynter 
helped to make, the Kentucky senator found 
time to speak four hours in the defense of 
this man. : 

“ The senator for four hours in the name of 
Kentucky and representing her proud peo- 
ple, spoke in defense of Lorimer. And yet 
this same Lorimer, who was elected by this 
corruption, a corruption so glaring and out- 
rageous that four men, conscience stricken, 
who took bribes, went forward and confessed, 
implicating three other members of the leg- 
islature, who, they said, corrupted them.

“ ‘The idea of saying that a man may be- 
come a candidate for office arid may go forth 
and bribe the number down to where he has a 
majority of those unbribed and get the office 
is the announcement ofa doctrine that would 
undermine the republie and make the senate, 
more than it Is now, the bulwark of plutod 
| racy, bribery, and corruption. 

“That the men were bribed in Springfield, 
Til, no man denies, and yet Senator Paynter 
and his fellows would have us believe that 
they were bribed by some unknown and un~ 
seen hand without the knowledge or consent 
of Lorimer. A man might bribe, actuated by 


And yet 
the most dangerous force that threatens the 
American people today is bribery of that 
very sort. 


Thinks Lorimer Knew It. 

“ Of course, I do not believe that this brib- 
ery took place without Lorimer’s knowledge 
or consent, and I hesitate to think that Sen- 
ator Paynter believes it, because I am con- 
strained to think that ff he believed it he 
would have called for Lorimer to take the 
stand and lift his hand and be sworn and 
say whether or not he had any knowledge 
of this bribery.

Toga Resolution Saved from

FEAR PACKED COMMITTEE, 


People’s Measure Is Taken from Body 
It Is at First Referred To, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 17.—[{Special.}~ 
The first skirmish in the senate on the quea- 
tion of the direct election of United States 
senators by the people was fought todey 
and the victory was won by the friends of the 
measure, 

They defeated an attempt by Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman, Senator Gallinger, and other 
members of the old guard to refer the resolu- 
tion to the privileges and elections com- 
mittee, where it might be chloroformed, in- 
stead of to the judiciary committee, which 
acted favorably upon it in the lest con- 
gress. 

The clash came when the senate formally 
received the resolution as passed by éghe 
house last week. Senator Culbergon of 
Texas at once moved that the resolution be 
referred to the judicary committee, to 
which all resolutions bearing on the direct 
election of semators have been referred in 
the past. 


Gallinger’s Suggestion. 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshfre 
argued in favor of a change of policy atid the 
reference of this particular resolution to 
the committee on privileges and elections, al- 


{; 4hough four similar measures introduced by 


senators in this session have been sent to the 
judiciary committee. 

Vice President Sherman acquiesced In the 
suggestion of Gallinger, who is one of the 
floor leacers for the old guard, and ordered 
the reference to the privileges and elections 
commitee., 

This ended the matter for the time being, 
but the friends of direct elections were an~ 
gered. They scented a plot to kill off this 
proposed legislation without a hearing. The 
committees of the senate have not been or- 
ganized, but Gallinger and other old guard 
leaders are slating the assignments and know 
already what senators are to go om the two 
committees in question. This fact led the 
advocates of direct elections to conclude that 
the committee on privileges and election is to 
be loaded against the resolution. 

Vote of Holdovers. 

Of the holdovers on privileges and elections 
Dillingham, Fletcher, Johnston, and Hey- 
burn voted against the resolution a few weeks 


‘ago, and Bailey, Gamble, and Paynter voted 


for it. 

Senator Borah is not a member of this 
committee and probably will not be. He la, 
however, a member of the judiciary commit- 
tee, and it was due almost entirely to his 
masterly management that the resolution 
was reported favorably by that committee in 
the last congress, placed before the senate, 
and kept there until a yote was forced. Me 
is ready to undertake the task again and with 
brighter prospects of success, but if the reso- 
lution goes to a committee of which he is not 
a member he will be cheated of this leader- 
ship. This the old guard hoped to accom 
plish by the move made today. 


Reference Recalled, 

After the disposition of routine business, 
Chlberson moved to reconsider the reference 
of the resolution to.the privileges and elec- 
tions committee. The Democrats and twelve 
progressive Republicans voted In the affirmae- 
tive and the reference was recalled. It then 
was moved to send the measure to the 
judiciary committee, but objection was made, 
and, under the rules, the final disposition of 
the matter went over till Thursday. But the 
Democrats and the progressives have demon- 
strated that they have enough votes to send 
the resolution to the friendly committee.

Economical Housekeeping.

‘gE have not had an opportunity to try 
the first of the following recipes which

Pretzel Alley Goulash.—Two pounds of round 
steak, one pound of veal steak, one pound of 
pork. Cut into cubes of about one-half inch 
thickness. Cut into very fine cubes one-half 
pound of bacon. Chop fine one bunch of parsley 
and one largé. Spanish onion. ‘Cover all with 
water, put-in iron kettle, salt to taste, and let 
simmer for two and a half hour# or until tender, 
Then’ add paprika to taste, one-half bottle of 
tabasco ‘kétchup’ (not the sauce) one cup of 
sherry, and a dash of rum. If desired thicken 
with flour. Serve with boiled potatoes with 
their jackéts. on.—Billy Korm Pretzel alley, 
Davenport, la.

instance of Miss Taylor a divided duty. AS @ 
man and a theatergoer he finds her charm ir- 
resistible, her tricks absolvable, her whirlwind 
impudence and trresponsibility wholly en- 
trancing—in fact, everything she does an un- 
answerable justification of the tired commercial 
person's right to be diverted in the theater. At 
once, after ner first entrance, she takes charge 
of the entire affair. .She is the clown dog in 
the canine circus. Mer mission is to upset and 
disarrange; also to make the audience happy 
in their own way if not in hers. Ina hundred 
details she inspires the certain interest of those 
present. Her airy errand is to make us laugh, 
no matter how.

The Rev. Louls A. Campbell, pastor of St. 
Catherine of Sienna Catholic church, died 
Sunday night at the Sacred Heart sanitarium 
in Milwaukee of Bright's disease. He had 
been ill for a long time, and his parishioners 
raised a purse of $1,000 two weeks ago to send 
him. to California for his health. 

Father Campbell was born at La Salle, Hl. 
in 1852, and wae ordained to the priesthood at 
St. Vincent's seminary, Taberville, Mo., in 
May, 1881. He came to Chicago and took 
charge of St. Thomas’ church and later went 
to Holy Angels’ church. After serving as 
pastor there for a number of years he went 
to St. Jarlath’s church, on the west side. 
In 1887 Father Campbell was put in charge 
of the Newsboys’ home, and in 1889 he was 
made pastor of St. Catherine’s church, his 
last charge. When he first assumed" the 
pastorate of the church there were only sev- 
enty-five families in the parish, while now 
there are over 2,000 families and seven 
Parishes in the district. 

Five years ago Father Campbell celebrated 
his silver jubilee as priest, and at that time 
was presented with a purse of $2,000 by his 
parishioners. He gave the money to the 
church for a building fund. He drew only 
part of his salary, turning the rest back into 
the church treasury.

Turn from Germany to the United States. 
An officer of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford road Says that within a year it 
will be electrically equipped as far as New 
Haven, and possibly work started on the 
Boston end. The engineers are working on 
the question of the transportation of freight 
by electricity “‘with very good results.” 
This officer says also that, “ while the road 
may not be showing any substantial reduc- 
tion in operating costs between New York 
and Stamford by the use of electricity as 
compared with steam, the general results 
to date have more than justified the ex- 
penditure.” 

The other day George ©. Crocker, the 
chairman of the Boston transit commission, 
told a legislative committee that the electri- 
fication of the steam roads about that city 
could not be undertaken with advantage to 
the roads. So he wanted the legislature to 
apply a little compulsion. 

The Chicago roads need the spur. They 
may get it after Mr. H. G, Burt, who has 
been selected by the electrification commit- 
tee of the Chicago Association of Commerce 
as its chief engineer, shall have investigated 
and reported. The roads cannot question 
his ability and fairness, however much they 
may dislike his conclusions. 


MEXICAN CONDITIONS. 

The military operations along the Mex- 

ican border promise grave complications at 
any moment. If the success of the insur- 
rectos continues, our government before 
very long will be confronted with the duty 
or policy of recognizing a state of belliger- 
ency. In fact, it would seem that such 
recognition might be granted even now, 
though that lies within the discretion of the 
government. 
It is a matter for congratulation that our 
chief executive is a man of judicial habit 
and seasoned responsibility. He will not 
act precipitately and, on the other hand, he 
will not fail to consider sympathetically the 
motives of revolt which claim the approval 
of the Americam conscience. 

Among the many recent estimates of the 
Mexican situation, the Protestant Episcopal 
bishop of Mexico offers one of the fairest 
and most suggestive. Writing in the 
Churchman, Dr. Aves does not hesitate to 
declare that thére are “ great fundamenta! 
needs from which Mexico is suffering today, 
both as a people and as a nation.

THE CHINESE LOAN. 
The agreement for the $50,000,000 Chi- 
nese loan has been signed. Originally it 
was an exclusively American affair, but the 
‘American bankers decided to let German, 
French, and British banking interests par- 
ticipate. It was a wise move, for it allayed 
jealousy. Four strong governments wilLact 
together to protect the rights‘of the creditors 
pif they should be threatened. 
The importance of this loan does not con- 
sist in the fact that some American bankers 
have loaned several] millions at 5 per cent. 
Possibly they could ‘have invested their 
money elsewhere to equally good advantage. 
The use to which the loan is tobe put is the 
important matter. Part is to go for the re- 
form of the Chinese currency system. A 
stable currency, uniform. throughout the 
empire, is the crying need of China. It is 
much more needed than. an army Or a navy. 
Trade and commerce. domestic and foreign, 
are fettered by a fluctuating currency of 
taels and cash. The revenues of the gov- 
ernment suffer and its efficiency is impaired. 
Part of the money is also to be used for the 
development of Manchuria. 
| The loan is of importance to Americans, 
because the merchant follows the capitalist. 
The nation which borrows buys more goods 
of the lender. It is largely through the in- 
vestment of British capital in foreign coun- 
tries—Argentina, for instance—that British 
trade has been extended. American partici- 
pation in the Chinese railroad loan and 
this last loan will be followed in time by an 
increase in the consumption of American 
products in China, which has been of late a 
poor market for them. So, while the Amer- 
ican bankers are working for themselves, 
they are incidentally benefiting the country. 
American capital invested in China is 
what President Taft wishes it to be—an in- 
strument for the promotion of China’s wel- 
fare and material prosperity without preja- 
dice to its legitimate rights. It is also the 
promise of better trade conditions.

The late Capt. George Ernest Shelley, for- 
merly of the Grenadier guards, was a son of 
John Shelley of Avington house, Hants, and 
a nephew, therefore, of Percy Shelley, the 
poet. The latter was twice married, and by 
hie second wife, Mary Wellstonecreft, the 
author of “ Frankenstein,’’ he had @ son, Sir 
Percy Florence Shelley, who died without 
issue in 1889, being succeeded by his cousins, 
Edward and Charles Shelley, the brothers 
of the Capt. Shelley whose demise I am re- 
cording in this letter.

There are two Sir John Shelleys, both of 
them baronets, ayd the one who makes his 
home at Avington Park, in Hampshire, and 
who is the grand-nephew of the poet, must 
not be confounded with Sir John Shelley of 
Shobrooke Park, in Devonshire, although 
they each make use of the same hora 
devices. ' 

The Avington Park Shelleys havea streth 
of American blood in, their veins and owe 
much of their wealth tothe marriage of one 
of their members of the name of Timothy to 
an enormously wealthy New York widow of 
the name of Mrs. Johanna Plum. Thé baron- 
etcy of the Avington Shelleys was created 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century, : 
when it was conferred upon the son of Jo- 
hanna Plum. 

The other Shelley baronetcy, now held by 
the Devonshire Shelleys, goes back to the 
reign of James I.; and its owners trace their 
descent from Thomas Shelley, who was lord 
of the manor of Shelley, in Kent, and who 
flourished in the reign of Edward II.

No doubt 
other readers of your paper have found the 
same conditions and will have suggestions 
along this line as to the control or.inspec- 
tion of the meters.

To show the result of taking meter state- 
ments at other than the regular period the 
company had it read April 10, and found it 
registered a consumption of 2,000 cubic feet 
in seventeen days.

The clipping inclosed by the correspondent 
refers to the “absent voting’’ methods in 
use in Australia: . 

By one method for absent voting the elector ts 
permitted to cast his ballot at any polling place 
within the state or district for which he is reg- 
istered on making a simple declaration that his 
name is enrolled on the records of one of the 
polling places within that state or district. 

The second method of absent voting is by mail. 
An elector who has reason to believe that during 
the polling hours of an impending election day 
he will not be nearer than five miles to the polling 
place at which he is registered, on application may 
receive a posta] vote certificate and a posta! baliot 
paper. With these he may at any time on election 
day present himself before any government officer 
or employé at any place in the commonwealth and 
in his presence mark the ballot. He will then de- 
liver the marked ballot to the government officer 
or employé, having first put it in a sealed envelope, 
and the latter will mail it to the electoral] officials 
of the district for which the voter is enrolled. The 
ballot so sent will be counted when received by 
the electora] officials in the same manner as if it 
had been regularly and personally cast at the poll- 
ing place.

Commerce Commission Holds 
Roads Must Make ‘Penny 
Change’ in Tariffs. 


The men who control and operate great 
railroad systems have outgrown the period 
‘when they regarded their business enter- 
- prises above public criticism, according to 
Walter L. Ross, vice president in change of 
traffic of the Alton and Clover Leaf roads.

improvements. Unreasonable and excessive 
legislation can only lead to government own- 


ership.” 


Says Stockholders Are Victims. 

Mr. Ross took the position that railroad 
corporations and their stockholders have 
peen the principal victims of the exploita- 
tion of high finance, arguing that in impos- 
ing restrictions on the return to the present 
gtockholders the victims are being punished 
for the crimes of their exploiters. 

“Criminals should be punished adequately and 
eertainly,”” he continued. ‘but their victims 
ghould certainly not be included in the punishment. 
Yet that is exactly what is being sought to be 
éone In the matter of rallroad regulation. In the 
attempts to remedy the evil of railroad manipula- 
tion. laws have been enacted and regulations ere 
pow being sought which are so illogical that no 
ene would think of applying them to any other 
business. 

Defends Rate Increases. 

“The consumer ultimately and legitimately 
‘pays the freight.’ In all this agitation against a 
legitimate increase in rates, based upon actual, 
existing, economic facts, the protests come exclu- 
gively from manufacturers and merchants, the 
mi@ftiemen. who in the final analysis wouM not be 
affectel at all. but who in the usual course of

And in that transaction the proposed increase would 
be so equalized and spread among the whole people 
that it would be scarcely noticeable In the case 
of any individual.”

Ostermann, who later attained noctoricty 
in the Diinois Central car repair cases, then 
took a lease on the park, and last year in- 
stalled Jiggs Donahue as manager of a team 
called the Red Sox, which was a member of 
the Chicago Baseball icague. Donahue was 
succeeded by Eddie Hahn, formerly of the 
White Sox. ' 

On Jan. 1 of this year Ostermann’s leas~ 
reverted to the owner, and while several 
offers were made for the use of the park this 
spring, its Value for business and residence 
purposes was so great none of the semipro 
managers could see the way clear to pay the 
rental necessary for the owner to receive 
even a fair return on the estimated value. 

The tract has been held in the MacChesney 
family ‘for over twenty years. The present 
owner inherited it from his father, Dr. A. B. 
MacChesney. The new subdivision will be 
known as the Nathan William MacChesney 
subdivision. The present stands and bleach- 
ers will be offered for sale and torn down at 
once.

There are 
more young men injured during one season of 
football playing than there have been for 
twenty years in boxing, or prize dghiing, if 
you please. 

80 I wonder if the legislators of the state of 
Illinolg will be able to distinguish the differ 
ence between prize fighting and scientific 
sparring when the Carroll bill te allow limited 
boxing exhibitions comes up before them for 
passage. There fs a vast difference between 
the old brutal prize fights and the present up 
to date sparring exhibitions. There has been 
jas complete an evolution in the present style 
‘of boxing, as compared to the old toe and toe 
slugging matches of fifty to 200 years ago, as 
there has been in the recent discoveries in the 
‘applied sciences. 


Every One Should Learn Game. 

The present boxing bill permits only exh!- 
bitions without prizema Ae I believe I have 
maintained « number of times before, every- 
Poy should be taught the art of seif-de- 
fenee. li makes him a better man and 
teaches him not to be a brawier, but to be 
able to defend himself when attacked. In 
my opinion the time will come when boxing 
,instruction will be given in al] the great 
playgrounds throughout the United States. 

Ex-President Roosevelt, whom everybody 
admires for his partiality to athletics, enjoys 
more than any other one thing, sparring with 
@ capable opponent. Some of the greatest 
bankers, brokers, and other business and 
; profeseiona! men of today make sparring the 
 obies part of the exercise, and each one of 
them will live tem years longer for heving 
participated in it. 

The only possible argument that ever has 
been advanced to me egainst boxing is that 
unprincipled promoters obtain contro! of the 
sport for mercenary motives. ‘This isa weak 
ergument, as men of that class will ruin any- 
“thing they go into. They have absolutely 

ruined horse racing, which conducted along

Only Before Bona Fide Clubs. 

These exhibitions should not be allowed in 
any place except the bona fide athletic clubs 
or organizations which stand back of the 
mayor, state’s attorney or governor of the 
state. If they fall to meet: the approval of 
our public officials the offending organiza- 
‘tlons should be stricken from the Ist of ell- 
gible places where such exhibitions would 


“be given. 


Legislators and lawmakers should not stand 
in the way of such a popular sport as boxing. 
‘If there were a building in Chicago com- 
modious enough to accommodate the crowds 
that would attend a first class boxing match 
I believe that 100,000 persons would seek 
admittance. There can be no question that 
boxing contests are in a clase with any of 
the intercollegiate contests. The National 
A. A. U., which ts the controlling body of 
sports in the United States, not only ap- 
-proves of boxing contests along amateur 
lines, but fosters it in every state where 
boxing is allowed. 

A prominent writer recently has said that 
“boxing is the only sport in thig country 
where 90 per cent of the people who actually

cause of the opinions of 10 per cent of the 
people, who realty do not know what they 
are talking about when they oppose the giv- 
ing of boxing exhibitions.

Operationg were begun at McLean's 
turn et the eastern end of the north leg and 
the intention ig to continus until the entire 
course has been gone over. Later on the 
road making gang willbe enlarged, the inten- 
tion being to provide one of the fastest motor 
racecourses in the country. 


Uneven Spots to Be Removed. 

The work now going on ig more of a pre 
Mminery nature and during its progress un~ 
even spots will be worked down and hollow 
places filled in with limestone, By following 
this method Genera) Executive Wood believes 
& firm foundation will be developed when the 
time comes to put on the road rollers and eil 
tank wagons. The more enthusiastic mem- 
bers of the twe committees already are pre- 
dicting an average speed of sixty-five miles 
an hour by the winner of the feature event 
of next August's races. 

At @ meeting of the board of directors of the 
Chicago Motor ciub at the New Southern yes- 
terday it was decided to abandon the idea of 
holding a reliability run fer private owners in 
connection with the tour te Indianapolis on 
May 29 to attend the big 500 mile speed way 
event.

SUGGESTS ALTERATION IN 
NEW YORK RACING LAWS. 


State Commission Recommends That 
Directors of Associations Be Not Tia- 
ble for Gambling on Tracks, 


Albany, N.-Y., April 17.— Repeal of the law 
enacted last year making directors of racing 
associations liable for gambling at race- 
tracks ig recommended by the state racing 
commission in its annual report to the legis- 
lature tonight. The commission declares 
this is necessary “if racing is to survive in 
any form whatever in this state.’ 

The former racing laws, the commission 
points out, Were prepared with great care, 
designed to permit racing and to minimize 
betting at the tracks, and under them “ the 
number of persons who could by any possi- 
bility make bets there did not exceed one- 
fiftieth part of 1 per cent of the population 
of the state.” 

Reviewing the anti-gambDling legislation of 
1908 and 1910, the commission says it has 
reprived the state annually of approximately 
the sum of $200,000, which had been contrib- 
uted to the fair associations, practically de- 
stroyed the value of the great race courses, 
reduced purses and prizes annually distrib- 
uted Dy the associations from $2,645,000 in 
1907 to $730,000 in 1910, almost destroyed the 
New York market for the sale of thorough-
